employed as a secretary to a principal agent (C310SSBAHW) in Austria from 19W 
to 19S3* She was terminated in 53 when GROSSBAHN emigrated to the US. Upon 
__t.ermination she signed a ..letter, Uiich was delivered to us by CHOSSBAHN, stating 
that she would be interested in working for us again in the future, that she was 
considering employment with CARVER, and that she suggested a "cooling off" period 
“beTore she be contacted by us again, if we were interested.
